The failures 
too, in this .State are less iu proportion 
to population than in any other State 
in the Union. Last year, while there 
were 1,260 failures on the Pacific Coast 
there were only three in Nevada. That 
ia an .excellent showing considering tbe 
general depression, and it proves that 
Nevada, which our goldbng exchanges 
think should be dismembered, is one of 
tbe most prosperous States in the 
Union. Its school fund io the largest 
proportionately, its debt is compara- 
tively small, and if it can weather the 
storm for a few years until silver is re 
stored, as it certainly will be, the sage 
brush State will have a population of a 
million or more and will be one of the 
most inviting in the Union for capital 
and enterprising emigrants who want 
homes for themselves and families.

REDEEMING RAII/ROAD BONDS. 


The Treasury Department has re- 


deemed $5,597,000 in United States 
bonds, known in commercial circles as 
"currency sixes." 
These bonds were 


issued in aid of the Pacific roads, They 
were called in under a circular issued 
by the Treasury Department Novem- 
ber 26,1896, and were due on presenta- 
tion January .2, 1897. The; total 
amount due this month was $9,712,000, 
of which $4,115,000 is still outstanding. 


It seems strange to ordinary mortals 


that while the Government has been 
paying interest on the bonds issued to 
the subsidized roads at. the rate of six 
per cent per annum the railroads now 
want the Government to loan them 
$121,000,000 at the rate of two per cent 
per annum. 
Congress seems to think 


that this is right, but the masses of 
the people on this coast at least, enter- 
tain entirely different ideas on the sub- 
ject 
The bill to fund the railroad 


debts at two per cent per annum is op- 
posed by every member of Coogress 
from California, both in the Senate 
and House, 
except 
Representative 


Johnson, and the people of his district 
decided to let him remain at home 


' after the 3d of March next. So closely 


allied, however, are the interests of the 
bond-aided roads with McKinleyiam 
that the railroad people are confident 
of getting the Funding b>ll throiif/h 
Mr. Reed's end of Congress in a very 
few days.

THE NEBRASKA SUGGESTION. 


BECK ELECTEE CHAIRMAN. 


Reports of the Various County Of- 


ficials-Received — Regular 


Business Transacted. 


The new Board of Commissioners 


met yesterday, and quite n number of 
citizens were present to witness the 
opening scenes. 


Chairman Hymers called tho Board 


to order, and after it bad been ascer- 
tained that OommiBsioneis-elect H. H. 
Beck and Qeo. Frazier had been sworn 
in, Mr. Frazier moved that the organi- 
zation be perfected by ths election of 
Mr. Beck as Chan man. The latter 
jeeonded the motion, and Mr. Hymers 
put the motion, which was carried by 
the affirmative votes of Messra. Beck 
and Frazier. Mr. Hyruera declared Mr. 
Beck Chairman. 


Mr. Beck then addressed the Board 


in substance as followr. "To my col- 
leagues I have this to say: I am grate 
ful for the honor conferred and shall 
endeavor, as far as it is in my power, to 
merit the confidence of my fellow mem. 
beis as well as the citizens and tax- 
payers of Washoe county. While act- 
ing as Chairman it will be my aim at 
all times to transact the business of the 
Board m a methodical and legal man- 
ner. There is little difference between 
the Chairman and any other member of 
the Board. I shall not arrogate to my- 
self as Chairman any authority, but 
will in all cases consult and advise with 


1> 
the other members. I will expect ad- 
vice, and will be pleased to consider the 
advice and suggestions of Mr. Hymers, 
whose long experience in county affairs 
will make him an invaluable member 
of the Board. I may say here that 
questions have come up 
regarding 


various matters m which I have taken 
an active part, but I shall not now nor 
at any time refer to them, but will en- 
deavor to act, ai far as the future is 
concerned, strictly in accordance with 
tbe statute. There has always been 
more 01 less confusion at the.sittings 
of the Board, and I will at somti future 
time suggest certum'rules which I may 
be permitted to outline now, and I be- 
lieve ex-Chairman Hymeis will bear 
me out. For instance, a day sbonld bo 
named previous to the day of the regu- 
lar meeting for all claims to be filed, in 
order that the Clerk may arrange his 
work and tha District Attorney have 
opportunity to examine the bills 
I 


recognize him as a member of the 
Board and its legal adviser. 


'The Board \sill pass the bills, and 


the Clerk should have at least two days 
to certify to the claims before passing 
them to the Auditor, who in turn 
should have a stated time to audit and 
complete his record, when on a fixed 
day, for instance the 10th of each month, 
tne claims will bo paid. This will give 
the Board Rnd tho officers an oppor- 
tunity to transact the county business 
economically, intelligently and legally. 


" There have been mistakes, I simply 


call them mistakes with no purpose of 
criticism or comment. I also wish to 
propose a new rule, viz: That in no event 
shall any member of the Board outside 
of the Commissioners' office assist 01 
further tbe claims of anyone or trans- 
act the business of tho Board unless he 
is authorized to do so as a committee, 
and then a complete record be made of 
his appointment as such committee and 
the character of business he is to trans- 
act, 


"I believe wo all feel a desire to do 


our best for the public good, but 
whether we can please all or not is a 
matter that I realize the full foice of. 
I believe that each member will act as 
far as possible for the interest of the 
general public and the taxpayers in 
particular. Again I thank the Board 
foi the compliment bestowed, and now 
wish to introduce Mr Julien, the Dis- 
trict Attorney," 


The Board then proceeded to the 


consideration of routine business. 


The report of ex-Sheriff Caughhn 


for tho month of December was filed, 
also his report of firms doing business 
under a license within the county. 


The bond of C. B. Cooper, Constable 


of Veidi township, v\as not in form and 
was returned to him for correction. 


Mrs. Westlake appeared and asked 


for relief for Mrs. Wilson, and the 
matter was taken under advisement. 


Many of the bills were considered 


and allowed, as they had been con- 
tracted with some authority, but the 
Chairman reserved the right to criticise 
all bills in tho future, and does not 
consider that the action of yesterday 
on certain bills is .iu indication of the 
policy of the Board

Another View of the Monetary Question. 


EDITOR NEVADA STATE JOCTBNAL:— 
I quote from your article entitled a 


"Nebraska Suggestion",as follows: 


"During thepresentyear.accordinj? to 


the Presidents message 
$60,511,000 


worth of silver bullion was exported 
from the United States. The average 
price per ounce was about sixty-five 
cents. 


"With fi ee coinage the foreign nations 


which purchased sixty million dollara 
worth of silver bullion in the United 
States last year would have to pay one 
hundred and twenty million dollars for 
it and they must have it to keep up 
thoir circulation." 


That presents one view of this ques- 


tion but there is an other view that 
ought to be presented. 


It is goneraly known that all property 


is the product of labor. 


That the labor expended in produc- 


ing any character of property cannot 
be paid out of the proceeds of the prop- 
erty pioduced, more money than ,the 
property will exchange for la market. 


That a cheap price for the products 


of labor is in the inteiest of cheap 
labor. 


That the party who favors cheap 


products of labor favors cheap labor. 


That to bend the laws of our country 


m the interest of a person, corporation, 
or class is class legislation and con- 
trary to the spirit and doctrine of our 
government. 


That the aggregate individual valua- 


tion of all the individual holdings of 
property in the United States expressed 
in dollars or units is from 50 to 100 
times greater than the aggregate of all 
the gold and silver coit. in the United 
States. 


It is here assumed for tho conven- 


ience of the illustration that tho total 
valuation of all the commeicial property 
in the United States is one hundred 
times greater than the total amount of 
gold and silver coin in the United 
States. 


That being admitted .it follows that 


one dollar in lawful tender coin meas,- 
nres one hundred dollars in properly 
valuation, also, that the valuation of 
property is regulated to the amount of 
money it will exchange for. 


Hence when one dollar in coin is de- 


stroyed ono hundred dollars of shrink- 
age in tho valuation of property will 
follow. 


Also when bullion for 
one new 


dollai Is dug, produced, coined and 
added to the stock of lawful tender 
coin in the United States that will in- 
crease the propei ty valuation of the 
United Stales one hnndred dollars. 


So if we mine and dig and produce 


and com one million dollars of gold 
and silver lawfnl tender money and 
add it to the present stock of lawful 
tender coin, that will increase the 
money value of property of the United 
States one hundred million dollars. 


When this government exports sixty 


million dollars worth of silver bullion 
at sixty-five cents per ounce which at its 
coinage value and ratio would coin ona 
hundred and twenty million dollars, 
we loso not merely sixty millions dol- 
lars of commercial property valuation, 
but we lose the money influence of 
one hundred and twenty million dol- 
lars of lawful tender money on the 
property values of the United States, 
which would bo if coined one hundred 
and twenty millions multiplied by one 
hundred which equals twelve billions 
of dollais. 


That is to say, if one dollar treasures 


one hundred dollars of the money val- 
uation of property, then by adding one 
hundred and twenty millions of dollars 
to the lawful tender money of the 
United States wo will advance the 
money valuation of the commercial 
property of the United States twelve 
billion dollars. * Again, the law enacted 
February 12th, 1873, destroyed one- 
half of the lawful tender com money of 
the United States and stopped one* 
half,the volume of production of law- 
ful tender coined money by demone- 
tizing silver com and closing the mints 
to the unlimited coinage of silver. 
- I'have shown that the destruction of 
money decreases the money valuation 
of commercial property one hundred 
fold. 


I have also shown that the production 


of new money will increase the money 
valuation of property one hundred fold. 


Money valuation of property is regu- 


lated to the amount of money it will 
exchange for. 


It follows, therefore, that when one- 


half of the money of the United States 
was destroyed, that act destroyed one- 
half the money value of all the com- 
mercial property in the United States. 


It is generally known that there was 


practically as much money m the 
United States one minute after the en- 
actmant of the law of February 12th, 
1873, demonetizing and destroying the 
lawfnl tender function of silver money, 
as there was one minute before that 
enactment. 


It is also generally known, that from 


that, moment there was but one-half 
the amount of lawful tender coined 
money in the United States, and we 
began to re-regulate the money value of 
commercial property to the gold half 
of the value of lawfnl tender money 
that existed prior to the destructive act 
of Pebruary 12th, 1878, until to-day in 
the general range of prices of the pro- 


ducts of labor,' it takes two volumes to 
exchange for one dollar of which be- 
fore it took bat one. 


That act regulated and legislated one- 


half of all the commercial property of 
the United States, oat of the owner- 
ship of the classes' who held the com- 
mercial property.into the ownership of 
the classes who held the lawful tender 
coin. 
! Again, from the moment when we 
' began to regulate the money value of 


j property to gold money, that pot us on 
! a falling market. 


I 
When we are on a falling market, the 


| amount of money any property will ex- 
change for decreases daily. 


It follows, therefore, that when any 


person converts property into money 


I they will hold tho money, as are-i.uvcst- 
! meat will entail a money loss, there 
! being one hnndred times^as much com- 
mercial property iu the United States 
U3 there is money. When one, one- 
hundredth of all the property in the 


i United States is converted into money 
and tho money hold by the owners, 
then there'will be no money in circu- 
lation 
* 


If the destruction of money depreci- 


ates money values of property one hun- 
dred fold, 
then the pioduotion of 


money will appreciate the money val- 
ues of property one hundred fold. 


If the destruction of money and the 


re-regulation of values to a smaller 
volume of money puts us on a falling 
mniket and 
withdraws 
and holds 


money out, of active employment, then 
tbe production of money will regulate 
tbe values of property to a larger vol- 
ume of money, increase the amonnt 
of money property will e\chauge for, 
put us on a rising market mid actively 
employ all the money of our country. 


When one hundred pounds of wheat 


worth one dollar is produced that adds 
one dollar to the aggregate pi operty 
value of our oountiy, 


Wheatia perishable property. When 


the wheat is consumed its value h«s 
perished out of the wheat value of our 
country. 


When ore of gold and silver is dug 


arid bullion of the value of one dollar 
is produced and coined into money it 
adds one hundred dollars to the prop- 
erty values of our country. 


Gold and silver are imperishable, fire 


and the elements do not destroy them 
and when coined into money they are 
a power and value as long as our gov- 
ernment stands. The power of money 
is the power of government, derives its 
power from tho government that coins 
it and is ingeperable from it. 


If the destruction of money by de- 


monetization has destroyed values and 
put us on a falling market then the re- 
opening of the mints to tho frooand 
unrestricted, coinage of gold and silver 
into lawful tender money will restore 
values and put ua on a rising market. 


The sentiment of the Declaration of 


Independence is that all men are ere. 
ated equal, and that equal rights are 
unahenable. The 
fundamental doc- 


trine of tho Constitution of the United 
States, that all laws shall ba irn»artial 
and that all our people shall be equal 
before the law. That just laws are im- 
partial laws, and that the majority shall 
govern, and that to com money is the 
function of an independent State, and 
that Congress shall have power to coin 
money and regulate tbe value thereof, 
and of foreign coins. 


There has always boon A disposition 


on the part of ncli men to bend the 
laws in their owa interest, 


The demonetisation of silver money 


and the stoppage of tho piodoction of 
silver money was legislation in ttfS In- 
terest of the further accumulation of 
property in tho hands of those men 
who held the surplus property of the 
United States at the time and tends to 
perpetuate that holding, and is against 
the interest of all tho 
producing 


classes, reducing on- laborers to cheap 
labor, and thus arraj ing class against 
class among our people, contrary to our 
Declaration of Independence and our 
Constitution 


As Washington and our forefathers 


adopted the policy of avoiding entang- 
ling alliances with foreign nations, 
and enunciated and 
promoted 
the 


motto, "Not one cent for tribute, 
but 
millions ,jfor 
defense." 
It 


may as well be understood;: that 
upoa that, among "other gionnds, I 
am opposed to international 
hsm. When our forefather's declared 
their independence of G eat Britain 
they started in to go it alone, When 
they refused to be coerced by France 
they bettered that instruction. 


I £,m for going it alone. I am in 


favor of the unlimited coinage of gold 
and silver into lawful tender money by 
our own paople, for our own people, 
and I am opposed to foreign intei fer- 
ence and foreign government.

pail of very hot water, the .water to cov- 
er all the foathers. One minute is usu- 
ally long enough to keep the fowl under 
hot wateT. Too long soaking is liable to 
discolor tho skin. 
After this hot bath 


tho feathers are so loosened that they 
can be almost rubbed off. The bird is 
then rinsed in cold-water and wiped 
with a soft cloth.- It should then be put 
into a cotton bag kept for this .purpose 
aud hung in a cool place... When towls 
are not to be used at once, they should 
always be loosely rolled in cloth or pa- 
per to keep, them from turning dark. 
Ducks cannot be managed in this way, 
as their feathers contain, so much oil 
that the water does not penetrate-thero. 
.—New York Sun. 


Thermometers. 


At times o£ severe frost iriany per- 


sons not skilled- iu the "use of thermom- 
eters report remarkably low tempera- 
tures. These are often due to tho ther- 
mometrio liquid having purtly evaporut- 
ed from the main column aud courloiiseil 
at the cud of the tube farthest from (.lie 
bulb, tho thermometer theu reading just 
as many degreeB too low as there ara 
degrees of spirit at the top of the tube. 
Good thermometers are just ns liable to 
this error as common ones, and there- 
fore every one using a spirit minimum 
thermometer must be on the alert. Gen- 
erally the owner can restore the" ther- 
mometer without sending it back to the 
maker! Grasp the thermometer firmly, 
resting a finger on the tube BO that there 
be no vibration, and, holding the bulb 
downward; giva several strong, psudu- 
lous swings.' This will usually send tho 
spirits/from the top and send tho index 
into the bulb. Stand the thermometer 
bulb downward for an hour, theu re- 
verse it and very gently shake the in- 
dex out of the bulb and lot it slide to 
the end of the column, when the ther- 
mometer will be ns good as" nav/.—New 
York Ledger.
